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This past week I spent three days at St. John's University in Collegeville Minnesota, participating in a 
program called Parish as Community, sponsored by St. John's University and the Lilly foundation. As a 
part of each day we took time to pray with the monks and to think creatively and imaginatively about 
parish life, not only as pastors but as community. One of the exercises we did was to spend some time 
with a springtime poem, which grabbed at my heart as we pondered its many layers. 

Elizabeth Michael Boyle in her book. Preaching the Poetry of the Gospels: a Lyric Companion to the 
Lectionary, speaks of poetry in this way: "Poetry can be defined as a way of seeing as well as a way of 
saying. Poets, not only speak, but also see and listen in a combination of language and silence that 
engages the dynamics of the whole person." 

I thought I would share with you the springtime poem we pondered. Springtime... which always 
brings the Feast of Pentecost, a time to celebrate the birth of the church. 

,A f*unification 

by Wendell Berry 

At the start of spring I open a trench 
in the ground. I put into it 
the winter's accumulation of paper, 
pages I do not want to read 
again, useless words, fragments, 
errors. And I put into it 
the contents of the outhouse, 
light of the sun, growth of the ground, 
finished with their journeys. 

To the sky, to the wind, then, 
and to the faithful trees, I confess 
my sins: that I have not been happy 
enough, considering my good luck; 
have listened to too much noise; 
have been inattentive to wonders; 

have lusted over praise. 

And then upon the gathered refuse 
of mind and body, I closed the trench. 

Folding shut against the dark, 
the deathless earth. Beneath that seal 
the old escapes into the new.

For if we depend on our own ideas, our own judgment and our own efforts to reproduce the life of 
Christ, we will only act out some pious charade which will ultimately scare everybody we meet 
because it will be so stiff and artificial and so dead. 

It is the Spirit of God that must teach us who Christ is and form Christ in us and transform us into 
other Christs. 1
